Chester Cou ncil closed r a n k s 
against criticism of the new li* 
censing system Thu rsday night and 
Mayor George Scott defended the 
plan, contending the proposed reve­ 
nu e is requ ired as an emergency. 
Concerned abou t adverse com­ 
ments on the fee program enacted 
as a su rprise Monday by Cou ncil, 
the mayor said there “was no de­ 
liberate attempt to railroad t he 
ordinance.” 
In an informal session last night, 
Cou ncilmen discu ssed whether to 
hold a special meeting 
M on d a y 
night to listen to argu ments for 
and against the new plan. 
Bu t the proposed meeting was 
rejected for variou s reasons in­ 
clu ding, Scott said, the fact no ac­ 
tion cou ld be tak en on the bill ex­ 
cept at a regu lar meeting. 
One Cou ncilman, ready to su bmit 
his resignation becau se of a con­ 
flicting work schedu le and “per­ 
sonal reasons,” agreed to continu e 
to serve “for the time being.” 
In addition to raising the capi­ 
tation tax for adu lt males from 
$1 
to $ 2, Cou ncil Monday approved, 
u nder a su spension of ru les requ ir­ 
ing three separate readings^ an 
ordinance providing for licenses for 
drivers, dog owners, professional 
people, manu factu rers and other 
bu sinessmen, inclu ding a $ 
1,000 li­ 
cense for pinball machine owners 
and distribu tors. 
“The ordinance was passed u n­ 
der the su spension of separate 
readings,” Mayor Scott said, “be­ 
cau se the plan is to go into effect 
Ju ly 1 — the start of the fiscal 
year — and we had to pass it then 
to mak e it legally effective this 
year.” 
“Another reason was the u rgen­ 
cy of the need for the fu nds,” May­ 
or Scott said. 
“The city street repair program 
is operating in the red right now, 
and the problem is pressing. If 
Cou ncil had not ’acted in emer­ 
gency, had not su spended the three 
separate readings, we wou ld have 
had to wait for two more regu lar 
Cou ncil meetings by law, and that

contract negotiations continu e to-i 
day in the face of an inexorably j 
approaching strik e deadline, now 
only eight days away. 
Accu sing the indu stry of “con­ 
spiracy” to force a shu tdown, the 
United Steelwork ers went method­ 
ically abou t the task of setting u p 
their strik e machinery. Shou ld it 
come, the strik e cou ld idle 650,000 
work ers 
immediately 
and

havoc with the economy. 
The companies were standing 
fast, bu t there was a faint hint 
that the giant U.S. Steel Corp., 
might not be as u nyielding as 
the others. 
The “Big Three” of steel — U.S. 
Steel, Bethlehem and Repu blic — 
sent letters’ to their 350,000 work ­ 
ers praising the indu stry proposal 
for a five-year contract.

Chester Council closed r a n k s 
against criticism of the new li­ 
censing system Thursday night and 
Mayor George Scott defended the 
plan, contending the proposed reve­ 
nue is required as an emergency. 
Concerned about adverse com­ 
ments on the fee program enacted 
as a surprise Monday oy Council, 
the mayor said there “was no de­ 
liberate attempt to railroad t h e 
ordinance.” 
In an informal session last night, 
Councilmen discussed whether to 
hold a special meeting M o n d a y 
night to listen to arguments for 
and against the new plan. 
But the proposed meeting was 
rejected for various reasons in­ 
cluding, Scott said, the fact no ac- 
t on could be taken on the bill ex­ 
cept at a regular meeting. 
One Councilman, ready to submit 
his resignation because of a con­ 
flicting work schedule and “per­ 
sonal reasons,” agreed to continue 
to serve “for the time being.” 
In addition to raising the capi­ 
tation tax for adult males from $1 
to $2, Council Monday approved, 
under a suspension of rules requir­ 
ing three separate readings, an 
ordinance providing for licenses for 
drivers, dog owners, professional 
people, manufacturers and other 
businessmen, including a $1,000 li­ 
cense for pinball machine owners 
and distributors. 
“The ordinance was passed un­ 
der the suspension of separate 
readings,” Mayor Scott said, “be­ 
cause the plan is to go into effect 
July I — the start of the fiscal 
year —• and we had to pass it then 
to make it legally effective this 
year ” 
“Another reason was the urgen­ 
cy of the need for the funds,” May­ 
or Scott said. 
“The city street repair program 
is operating in the red right now. 
and the problem is pressing. If 
Council had not ‘acted in emer­ 
gency. had not suspended the three 
separate readings, we would have 
had to wait for two more regular 
Council meetings by law. and that 
would have put us past the fiscal 
year deadline.

Continue In 
Steel Dispute 


Industry Accused O f 
‘Conspiracy’ With 
Strike Deadline Near 


NEW YORK 
(*v—Tinged 
with 
new bitterness, the steel labor 
contract negotiations continue to­ 
day in the face of an inexorably 
approaching strike deadline, now 
only eight days away. 
Accusing the industry of “con­ 
spiracy” to force a shutdown, the 
United Steelworkers went method­ 
ically about the task of setting up 
their strike machinery. Should it 
come, the strike could idle 650,000 
workers 
immediately 
and 
play 
havoc with the economy. 
The companies were standing 
fast, but there was a faint hint 
that the giant U.S. Steel Corp., 
might not be as unyielding as 
the others. 
The “Big Three” of steel — U.S. 
Steel, Bethlehem and Republic — 
sent letters’ to their 350,000 work­ 
ers praising the industry proposal 
for a five-year contract. There 
was a note of finality in the Beth­ 
lehem 
and 
Republic 
texts 
not 
noted in U.S. Steel’s. 
As the company negotiators put 
it last week: Steel’s offer is not 
a floor from which the companies 
will be bargained upward. 
In general terms, the companies 
figure they are offering fixed an­ 
nual pay hikes of 7.3 cents an 
hour. Wages now average $2 46 
The companies estimate the first 
year’s cost of their “package” at 
14 to 15 cents. 
The union estimates the fixed 
annual pay boosts would amount 
to only a nickel an hour take-home 
pay. 
The steel talks started out this 
year in so-called joint negotiations 
involving the “Big Three.” The 
apparent hope was that a contract 
agreement would set the pattern 
for other companies. 
A deadlock ensued when the 
companies announced they would 
bargain only within the frame­ 
work of their own proposal.

Medica l Studies Ba ck Repo rts On Ike 


‘They ’ v s. ‘Them’ 
One line of argu ment coming to the fore 
in presidential politics is that President Eisen­ 
hower in being strong-armed into a second 
term by u nnamed persons and therefore these 
u nnamed persons shou ld be slapped down. 
“They cou nt every day gained that allows 
them to project some of the President s radi­ 
ance on the American scene,” declares Max 
Ascoli, editor of The Reporter - a strong 
advocate of this point of view. “They live on 
borrowed time.” 
“They” are left to the imagination, giving 
the impression there mu st be something sinister 
abou t the Eisenhower advocates. Therefore, in 
the cu riou s reasoning of Editor Ascoli, it wou ld 
be wise to 
su bstitu te 
Adlai 
Stevenson 
for 
President Eisenhower this year to get rid of 
“they.” Ike and Adlai, explains Mr. Ascoli, 
are so mu ch alike it is a simple case of me- 
tooism. 
Fortu nately, it is u nnecessary to leave any­ 
thing to the imagination abou t the people be­ 
hind Adlai Stevenson. Besides the millions who 
are ordinary party-line Democrats, there are all 
the deep-sou thern-fried reactionary politics like 
Sen. Eastland who wou ld like to refight the 
Civil War; the labor-u nion bosses who are still 
waiting to be paid off for giving him the nomina­ 
tion in 1952 
and 
the 
big-city 
Democratic 
bosses whose machine-control of state electoral 
votes was knocked for a loop by the Eisen­ 
hower sweep in 1952. 
If it comes to a showdown between the people 
behind Dwight Eisenhower, if he accepts re­ 
nomination, and those behind Adlai Stevenson, 
if he can get the nomination, the latter will have 
the edge in any fairly-condu cted u npopu larity 
contest. 


Nex t Ca se Of Shiv ers 


It has been the despair of Civil 
Defense 
leaders that Americans have been fatalistic in­ 
stead of realistic abou t nu clear explosions. 
The leaders cannot get down to earth abou t 
defense against atomic warfare becau se too 
many of u s are convinced everybody will be 
blown sky-high. Bu t this challenge to the ex­ 
perts in su rvivial is mild compared with the 
one coming when the National Academy of 
Sciences report on the biological 
effects 
of 
atomic radiation finally penetrates the pu blic 


mind. 
. A • 
This is the report that warned against in­ 
discriminate u se of X-rays as a sou rce of mu ta­ 
tion more dangerou s than radiation from at(>mic 
explosions. Unfortu nately, the word “mu tation” 
is familiar only to stu dents of biology. As u sed 
by the National Academy of Sciences, it refers 
to su dden and tragic changes that may be 
cau sed in hu man heritage by the effect of ra­ 
diation on hu man genes. It opens the possibility 
of wiping ou t an entire society by slow de­ 
grees, merely by making su re its members are 
exposed to enou gh man-made radiation to dis­ 
tort their reprodu ctive cells; i.e., enou gh to 
gu arantee a high rate of mu tation. Over a 30- 
year period, this wou ld be anything in excess 
of 10 roentgens, the standard of measu rement 
in radiation. 
Most of u s now are getting more than 3 
roentgens from X-rays and atomic 
weapons 
test alone. Any sharp increase wou ld wipe ou t 
a shrinking margin of safety for generations 
yet u nborn. This is going to be the next case 
of shivers in the atomic era — the destru ction 
of civilization by mu tation instead of explosion. 


Fla shba ck 


It’s hard to believe it has been 10 years 
since the first good old su mmertime in the 
first fu ll year of peace after World War II 
Women in 1946 were going withou t stockings, 
which were in short su pply. There was vio­ 
lence in Palestine. Livestock produ cers were 
holding u p shipments, hoping for higher prices. 
There were warnings of a fresh rou nd of in­ 
flation if wage demands w'ere granted. One 
of the Bennett girls remarried, and Pau lette 
Goddard was making eyes pop. ^Texas Uni­ 
versity had been ordered to end segregation 
in its law school. Baptist ministers in the So­ 
viet Union had invited Baptist ministers from 
elsewhere to visit Ru ssia. Boxing was in bad 
repu te in New York City and u nder investiga­ 
tion. Bernard Baru ch’s latest bit of good ad­ 
vice was being tu rned down by government 
officials. It was the firm opinion of firm-minded 
people like Clare Boothe Lu ce that appease­ 
ment of Ru ssia was ou t of the q u estion. Wash- 
tington was making hopefu l sou nds aboit bal­ 
ancing the bu dget. Witnesses who refu sed to 
come clean before the Hou se Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee were cited for contempt of 
Congress, to the consternation of these who in­ 
sisted there w'cre two sides to the q u estion. 
Government reorganization proposals were be­ 
ing rebu ffed in Washington, and the 
boom- 
boom boys were preoccu pied with tests of the 
biggest boom in history — the atomic bomb. 
Nothing seems to have changed in 10 years. 
Time has stood still since 19 46. 


Partisan sou rces are charging 
that the optimistic opinion of the 
President’s physicians concerning 
his fu tu re physical fitness is propa­ 
ganda. Thu s the integrity of these 
medical men has been challenged 
and the pu blic is conseq u ently con­ 
fu sed. 
Since the material so far offered 
to the pu blic is sketchy and decep­ 
tive, I asked a friend who is a 
competent su rgeon to su rvey the 
available literatu re on the disease 
for which the President was treat­ 
ed and to interpret to me what he 
fou nd. 
This precau tion on the part of a 
layman is important since so mu ch 
of what is au thoritatively pu blish­ 
ed in medical jou rnals needs tras- 
lation from medical semantics. 
The resu lt of this su rvey abu ndant­ 
ly su pports the verdict and pre­ 
dictions of the medical men who 
attended the President. 
The real issu e comes down to 
the probability of the recu rrence 
of the disease, ileitis, and the ca­ 
pacity of the President to serve 
another term. 


Ol d St al i n Grad 


THERE ARE SEVERAL articles 
on the su bject, two of the most 
pertinent of which are pu blished in 
the jou rnal “Gastroenterology.” 
One of these articles was pu b­ 
lished in 1954 and is entitled “Re­ 
gional Enteritis Report for Mayo 
Clinic.” It considers .600 cases from 
1912 to 19 49 . Apparently some of 
the confu sion and misrepresenta­ 
tion which have been created by 
partisan sou rces are du e either to 
a misreading or an incomplete 
representation of some of t h e 
tables in this stu dy which show 
the nu mbers and percentages of 
recu rrences of the disease. 
The figu res q u oted by one pessi­ 
mist wou ld have you believe that 
the President is almost certain to 
have a recu rrence. That is becau se 
the statistics u sed by these people 
inclu de all ages of patients and all 
types of the disease. Thu s, accou nt 
is not taken of the fact that the 
recu rrence rate is mu ch lower 
among older people and that the 
President had a rather mild form 
of the disease. 
The Mayo report makes this very 
important point: 
“The recu rrence rate was high 
among patients who were between 
31 and 40 years of age and low 
among those who were more than 
51 years of age.” In the Mayo com­ 
pilation there were only 
ni ne 
cases in the age grou p above 51, 
and only two of these had recu r­ 
rences. 
Indeed, it is made clear in the 
literatu re on the su bject that ileitis 
is a you ng people’s disease. 


T H E 
OTHER 
IMPORTANT 
article, also pu blished in “Gastro­ 
enterology,” appeared in 19 51. Its 
title is “An Appraisal of the Long 
Term Resu lts of Su rgical Treat­ 
ment of Regional Ileitis.” It was 
signed by Dr. John H. Garlock, 
with the collaboration of Dr. Bu r- 
rill B. Crohn and others. Dr. Crohn 
was a pioneer in the stu dy of the 
disease, and it 
is 
often 
called 
“Crohn’s disease.” The au thors 
were at the time of pu blication con­ 
nected with Mt. Sinai Hospital in 
New York City. 
The first su rvey of the cases was 
taken in 19 45. There were 57 cases 
in which the operative method 
u sed on the Pre.sident was em­ 
ployed — i.e., “Hecolostomy with 
exclu sion.” (This means bypassing 
a diseased section of the intestine 
withou t the removal — resection— 
of any part.) 


It was impossible to check on 
ten of the cases, so the actu al 
nu mber stu died was 47.

' covered by X-ray, and recovery 
was achieved withou t fu rther su rg­ 
ery. In one case there was exten­ 
sive involvement, bu t the patient 
was reported to be getting along 
withou t su rgery in reasonable com­ 
fort. 


IN 1951 THE 47 cases were 
checked again, and it was fou nd 
that five more had recu rrences. 
These recu rrences, it shou ld be 
noted, 
developed 
several years 
after the original operation. A 11 
were well, with the exception of 
one case, which was doing “poor­ 
ly.” 
It shou ld be noted thai these 
cases are from all age grou ps. 
The conclu sions that can be 
reached from these data and other 
sou rces, inclu ding accou nts of the 
President’s case, are: 
1. The President’s case of ileitis 
was, in medical terms, 
“a low 
gra(3e, cicatrizing, terminal ileitis. 
It probably began several years 
ago, perhaps between 10 and 20 
years ago. The description means 
that there wou ld have been small, 
su ccessive flare-u ps followed by 
scarring. Thu s it progressed to a 
point at which abou t 10 inches 
were involved in scar tissu e. 
Unlike most cases, there was no 
extensive acu te inflammation and 
there 
w e r e 
no 
complications. 
There were also no “skip’’ areas, 
which are intermittent diseased 
spots in healthy areas. The Presi­ 
dent’s case was mu ch milder than 
is u su al in this disease. This wou ld 
be a most favorable circu mstance 
so far as the avoidance of a re­ 
cu rrence is concerned. 
2. Recu rrence is mu ch more like­ 
ly if treated su rgically in the early 
stages of the disease. In the Presi­ 
dent’s case, treatment was in an 
advanced stage after scarring. 
3. As is indicated above, recu r­ 
rence is mu ch less likely in a man 
of the President’s age. 
4. It has been said that, since 
the 
presidency 
involves 
seriou s 
mental and nervou s strain, recu r­ 
rence might well occu r ju st as 
u lcers are developed for that rea­ 
son. Dr. Garlock disposed of this 
point in the discu ssion of the paper 
cited above:

Next Case Of Shivers 


It has been the despair of Civil 
Defense 
leaders that Americans have been fatalistic in­ 
stead of realistic about nuclear explosions. 
The leaders cannot get down to earth about 
defense against atomic warfare because 
too 
many of us are convinced everybody will be 
blown sky-high. But this challenge to the ex­ 
perts in survivial is mild compared with the 
one coming when the National Academy of 
Sciences report on the biological 
effects 
of 
atomic radiation finally penetrates the public 
mind. 
This is the report that warned against in­ 
discriminate use of X-rays as a source of m uta­ 
tion more dangerous than radiation from atomic 
explosions. Unfortunately, the word “ mutation” 
is familiar only to students of biology. As used 
by the National Academy of Sciences, it refers 
to sudden and tragic changes that may be 
caused in human heritage by the effect of ra ­ 
diation on human genes. It opens the possibility 
of wiping out an entire society by slow de­ 
grees, merely by making sure its members are 
exposed to enough man-made radiation to dis­ 
tort their reproductive cells; i.e., enough to 
guarantee a high rate of mutation. Over a 30- 
year period, this would be anything in excess 
of IO roentgens, the standard of measurement 
in radiation. 
Most of us now are getting more than 3 
roentgens from X-rays and atomic 
weapons 
test alone. Any sharp increase would wipe out 
a shrinking margin of safety for generations 
yet unborn. This is going to be the next case 
of shivers in the atomic era — the destruction 
of civilization by mutation instead of explosion.

Bernard Baruch’s latest bit of good ad­ 
vice was being turned down by government 
officials. It was the firm opinion of firm-minded 
people like Clare Boothe Luce that appease­ 
ment of Russia was out of the question. Wash­ 
ington was making hopeful sounds abo it bal­ 
ancing the budget. Witnesses who refused to 
come clean before the House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee were cited for contempt of 
Congress, to the consternation of these who in­ 
sisted there were two sides to the question.

Pennsylvania Teacher

HARRISBURG M — Attorney 
General Herbert B. Cohen formal­ 
ly ruled out Thursday a $100 cosl- 
of-living bonus for Pennsylvanis’s 
more than 60,000 teachers. 
The ruling formalizes a decision 
by Governor Leader last month to 
knock out on constitutional grounds 
the bonus authorized by the 1955-56 
Legislature. 
Cohen cited a section or the Con­ 
stitution prohibiting legislation giv­ 
ing “ any extra compensation” to 
any public employe during th e 
course of a contract. Decisions by 
the State Supreme Court describe 
teachers as public employes and 
their agreements with s c h o o l 
boards as contracts, Cohen said. 


“ Any 
attempt to

teacher’s annual compensation aft­ 
er the commencement of a con­ 
tract year clearly violates th e 
(Constitutional) prohibition” s a i d 
Cohen in a formal opinion.

might look into the emotional ex­ 
periences of this boy who may 
have some worries you don’t know 
about. 


IN THE MEANTIME you should 
find a quiet, understanding teacher 
to tutor him, unless you have 
enough poise and self - control to 
do this yourself.

Don’t nag 
and jaw, but set some penalties if 
necessary, such as denials of a

The victory left the second place 
' Sox five games behind the Amer­ 
ican League leading New York 
Yankees, who open a four-game 
series in Chicago’s Comiskey Park 
tonight after an open date Thurs­ 
day. In Thursday’s other games 
Cleveland beat Boston and Tom 
Brewer’s jinx 5-0 behind Early 
Wynn’s 
four-hitter, 
and Kansas 
City slammed Washington back 
into the cellar 15-6. 
In 
the National, 
Milwaukee’s 
Braves won their sixth straight 
under new Manager Fred Haney 
and retained first place with a 7-2 
job on Pittsburgh’s slumping Pi­ 
rates. Brooklyn held on to second 
in the only other game played, 
beating St.Louis 9-8 as Roy Cam­ 
panella hit a pair of three-run 
homers, his second tying it in a 
winning four-run ninth inning rally 
with two out. 
Rain postponed Chicago at New 
York in the only other game 
scheduled. 
Harshman, a three-time loser as 
a first baseman with the New 
York Giants, has won only four 
of eight decisions with the White 
Sox this season.

Cong o, 
and 
encamp ed, 
m u c h 
ag ainst their will, on Desi and 
Lucy . 
Mr. Ford g ets entrap p ed by sub­ 
way s, bewildered by folding beds, 
entranced by interior p lumbing and 
beg uiled by a wicked city g irl 
(p lay ed by Lucy ). It was a v ery 
funny show, larg ely because Ernie 
Ford sp eaks a p icturesque Eng - 
lish--‘‘Ding dong , if it ain’t ”— 
which almost resembles Eng lish. 


I DON’T KNOW that they really 
talk that way in Tennessee or any ­ 
where on earth, but as lang uag e 
g oes, it certainly has a constant 
element of surp rise. As a m atter 
of fact, the sort of Tennessee 
conjured up by Ernie Ford, I doubt 
ex ists any where 
outside of his 
imag ination. 
I hav e alway s contended that 
Ford inv ented Tennessee, just as 
I am conv inced that Herb Shriner 
inv ented Indiana. The boy s just 
made it all. up . Indiana and Ten­ 
nessee are just my thical king doms 
like Graustark. 
This sort of rerun will not be too 
hard to take, esp eciaMy for those 
of us who didn’t see it the first 
time. As a m atter of fact, it wasn’t 
the reruns that nig ht that seemed 
stale and tired; it was the new 
dram as. 
Robert 
Montg omery , 
for 
ex ­ 
amp le, p resented a dram a called 
“ The Soldier Room,” with J o h n 
Newland and Deirdre Owens and 
a g reat deal of g loomy scenery 
This was a dismal little tale about 
a crabbed, p eg -leg g ed, my sterious 
recluse (Mr. Newland) who col­ 
lected toy soldiers, was v ery my s­ 
terious about his coming s and g o­ 
ing s and kep t his p retty y oung 
wife (Miss Owens) v irtually en­ 
tombed in the old manse. 


IT WAS FULL of dialog ue like: 
“ Darling , what’s the m atter?” 
“Nothing ’s the m atter.” 
“ But something must be the m at­ 
ter?” 
“Nothing ’s the m atter, I t e l l 
y ou.” 
“ Darling , I must sp eak to y ou.” 
“ I tell y ou I don’t want to talk 
about it.”

And from there it is v ery easy 
to decide that it’s a mistake for 
these p eop le to be on telev ision at 
all, that the story should hav e 
remained untold, like a g ood many 
jokes I’v e heard recently . 
It’s this kind of p rag matic rea­ 
soning that leads to channel switch­ 


ing , which is what I did. Howev er, 
thing s weren’t much better on 
¡“Studio One.” The p lay was some-i 
I thing called “Snap Your Fing ers,” 
which is about a modern witch 
whose heart wasn’t in her work.

The Re*Run Season Is W ith I s 


Well, I settled down for a long 
summer of reruns the other day 
and found it not nearly so painful 
as 
had thought. “ I Love Lucy” 
came up with 
their most re­ 
quested o I d 
program 
with 
T e n n essee 
Ernie Ford as 
guest s t a r , 
and I must ad­ 
mit I found it 
very entertain­ 
ing. 
The old pea- 
Jonn Crosby 
picker arrived 
from what appeared to be part of 
Tennessee somewhat more back­ 
ward than a native village in the 
Congo, 
and 
encamped, 
m u c h 
against their will, on Desi and 
Lucy. 
Mr. Ford gets entrapped by sub­ 
ways, bewildered by folding beds, 
entranced by interior plumbing and 
beguiled by a wicked city girl 
(played by Lucy). It was a very 
funny show, largely because Ernie 
Ford speaks a picturesque Eng­ 
lish—“Ding dong, if it ain’t”— 
which almost resembles English. 


I DON’T KNOW that they really 
talk that way in Tennessee or any­ 
where on earth, but as language 
goes, it certainly has a constant 
element of surprise. As a m atter 
of fact, the sort of Tennessee 
conjured up by Ernie Ford, I doubt 
exists 
anywhere 
outside 
of his 
imagination. 
I have always contended that 
Ford invented Tennessee, just as 
I am convinced that Herb Shriner 
invented Indiana. The boys just 
made it all up. Indiana and Ten­ 
nessee are just mythical kingdoms 
like Graustark. 
This sort of rerun will not be too 
hard to take, especially for those 
of us who didn’t see it the first 
time. As a m atter of fact, it wasn’t 
the reruns that night that seemed 
stale and tired; it was the new 
dram as. 
Robert 
Montgomery, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, presented a dram a called 
“ The Soldier Room,” with J o h n 
Newland and Deirdre Owens and 
a great deal of gloomy scenery 
This was a dismal little tale about 
a crabbed, peg-legged, mysterious 
recluse (Mr. Newland) who col­ 
lected toy soldiers, was very mys­ 
terious about his comings and go­ 
ings and kept his pretty young 
wife (Miss Owens) virtually en­ 
tombed in the old manse. 


IT WAS FULL of dialogue like: 
“ Darling, what’s the m atter?” 
“ Nothing’s the m atter.” 
v “ But something must be the m at­ 
ter?” 
“Nothing’s the m atter, I t e l l 
you.” 
“ Darling, I must speak to you.” 
“ I tell you I don’t want to talk 
about it.” 
The exchange would go on for 
minutes. The trouble with this sort 
of dialogue is that the viewer, like 
myself, is likely to conclude rather 
quickly that nothing is the m atter, 
that the pair really haven’t any­ 
thing to discuss. 
And from there it is very easy 
to decide that it’s a mistake for 
these people to be on television at 
all, that the story should have 
remained untold, like a good many 
jokes I’ve heard recently. 
It’s this kind of pragmatic rea­ 
soning that leads to channel switch- 


! ing, which is what I did. However, 
things weren’t much better on 
I “Studio One.” The play was some­ 
thing called “Snap Your Fingers,” 
which is about a modern witch 
whose heart wasn’t in her work. 
She was in serious trouble with 
the upper echelons of witch-hood 
because she hadn’t broken a n y 
men’s hearts for six months and 
desired nothing so much as to fall 
in love and give up her magic 
powers. 


THIS IS A DELIGHTFUL idea 
and in “ Bell, Book and Candle’’ 
it was not only enchanting, but 
hilarious. However, “Snap Y o u r 
Fingers”—the girl cast her spells 


I by snapping her fingers — is no 
“Bell, Book and Candle.” 
Besides some highly pedestrian1 
and terribly unfunny dialogue, the 
play was obscured by a fussy, j 
elaborate and bouncy performance 
by Janine Manatis. She couldn’t 
even answer the door without a 
display of gusto that seemed totally 
unnecessary for so simple a chore, 
I and this had the ultimate effect on 
the viewer of simply exhausting 
him—at least this one. 
; 
On the whole, between the new 
and the old, the reruns had it.

Of Senator’s Office 


WASHINGTON UP — An elec­ 
tronic search of the entire Capitol 
for wiretapping and secret record­ 
ing equipment became a possibil­ 
ity today in the wake of a security 
inspection of one senator’s office. 
The office to 
which 
Defense 
Department agents went uninv it­ 
ed was part of the suite of Sen. 
Lehman 
(D-NY). 
It 
adjoins 
a 
hearing 
room 
in 
which 
other 
senators 
hav e 
been 
receiv ing 
secret military information. 
The agents found nothing wrong. 
But their search, aided by Capitol 
police, touched off a Senate furore 
Thursday that pushed aside de­ 
bate on a 35 billion dollar defense 
appropriation bill. 
Lehman, who protested what he 
called “ careless snooping,” was 
promised apologies from the De­ 
fense Department, Sen. Syming­ 
ton’s (D-Mo) Special Armed Serv ­ 
ices subcommittee occupying the 
room adjoining his office, and, 
through Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson (D-Tex), the entire 
Senate. 
Sen. Douglas (D-Ill) called on 
the Senate to hire “ experts in 
e l e c t r o n i c dev ices” to check 
whether 
snoopers 
are 
tapping 
telephones of senators or planting 
microphones in the walls of hear 
ing rooms. 
Sen. Green (D-RI), chairman of 
the Senate Rules C o m m i t t e e 
which would pass first on any such 
inv estigation, was out of the city. 
But committee attaches started 
looking into the matter. 
Johnson said that the incident 
was “ outrageous” and “ typical 
bureaucratic stupidity,” that he 
v iewed it with “ utter horror” and 
that he had asked the Capitol 
police force for a report on their 
part in the affair. 
Sen. Capehart (R-Ind) called the 
ballooning affair “ a lot of political 
baloney and a waste of time.” 
Symington called a quick meet­ 
ing of his group after Lehman 
protested the “ methods used” in 
the unusual security check. Testi 
mony 
dev eloped 
that 
it 
was 
“ routine” for Defense Department 
security agents to check commit­ 
tee rooms and adjacent areas to 
make certain no secret listening 
dev ices are in use. 
But Lehman declared it was "an 
insult to the Senate,” and com 
plained that no one ev er asked 
permission to check in his office. 
“ I not only would hav e giv en 
my permission,” he said, “ but I 
would hav e cooperated with the 
officers.” 
Sen. Saltonstall (R-Mass) told 
Lehman 
the 
subcommittee was 
sorry about the incident but said 
the security agents were trying 
“ to do their duty.”

The city thought of changing the 
plant doorway and ramp to allow 
clearance for the new truck, but 
the engineer’s office estimated the 
job would cost $5,000.

French Clearly Asks U.S. 
Policy On New Red Tactics 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (JWThe French 
have plainly asked the United 
States if it feels inferior in a 
peaceful contest with communism 
to show whether the West or Rus­ 
sia has the better way of life. 
The question, asked by French 
Foreign Minister Pineau, 
could 
also be interpreted as asking the 
Eisenhower administration rn it 
has no ideas of its own in tiding 
to handle the Russians’ shift in 
tactics. 
That the shift from belligerency 
to an expressed desire for peace­ 
ful coexistence has had some suc­ 
cess—at least if only in driving 
a small wedge between the allies 
—was illustrated here the past IO 
days. 
Pineau 
followed 
W e s t 
Ger­ 
many’s chancellor here in a meet­ 
ing with Secretary of State Dulles 
to confer on dealing with Russia. 
Dulles and Adenauer summed up 
their ideas in a communique June 
13. Dulles and Pineau issued a 
communique June 20. 
The three men solidly agreed 
that the Soviet shift from hard to 
soft should not induce them to 


weaken their military alliances. 
On tile contrary: All three say the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion should be strengthened. 
But while Dulles and Adenauer. 
in their communique, harped on 
their distrust of Russian sincerity, 
that problem wasn’t even men­ 
tioned in the communique which 
Pineau signed with Dulles. 
That was undoubtedly because 
Pineau wanted it that way. There 
can be no doubt of Dulles’ dis­ 
trust of Russian intentions. He’s 
expressed it often enough, no la­ 
ter than Thursday when he made 
a speech denouncing the Russian 
leadership. 
Pineau told how he felt in a 
speech before the National Press 
Club on the same day, June 20. 
he signed the communique. He 
brushed aside as of minor impor­ 
tance right now the question of 
Russian 
sincerity. 
In 
brief 
he 
said: 
If the Russians want peaceful 
coexistence, then the West ought 
to take steps to help make it a 
reality. It’s worth trying. If then 
the Russians prove disappointing, 
the West can reconsider the whole 
problem.
